Have your ever sat on one endof the boat and watched your fish 
ing partner on the other énd vatch fish while you couldn't get anib- 
ble? You may have been using identical bait: but one loaded the boat 
While the other got skunked. © A similar situahon can.occur when 
Your locator system. says fish are there but you ure nol catching ans 

Part of the problem may be that your bodt is out-of position 
According to Skeeter Bodls, pro Dean Rojas. the-posinion of your 
hoat is just-as important-as picking the right lure when it comes to 
fishing success. Rojas credits boat positioning as a critical factor m 
his tournament successes. Last year he set the all time BASS 
(Ournament record when he caught und:released oyer 112 pounds of 
bass the first day of the B.A.S.S, Lake Toho, tournament 

Rojas offers these tips on boat positioning that could mean nore 
bass in your live well: 

Begin casung well Gut from your “hot spot. You Th ayoid 
spooking tightly grouped fish by working the edges of the area first 

«Keep your-boat well away from the bank Youuntend to fish and 
muke your cast diagonally to the cover, rather than straight to the 
bank <This allows your lure to stay in the potential strike Zone much 
langer at various depths, and fish the lure all the way buck to the 
boat ; 

If you. répeatedly get’ suikes neat to the boat, don't always 
assume that the fish are following the lure all the way out fron) the 
bank or cover. You could be positioned right over the fish, “Make 
parallel casts both up and down the bank and retrieve ut various 
depths near Where your.boatis-sitting. You may find the tish hold: 
ing farther off the bank than you thought 

- When fishing a bank. use the lower unit of your outboard as a 
rudder to help your bout track properly. Turn the steering wheel to 
let the engine keep the back of the boat away: trom the bank while 
you aré fishing down it with your trolling motor 

Current in if river, Stream Or even in a major impoundment 
makes it much easier to locate and catch fish than does sull water. if 
you understand the boat positioning required. While its easier to go 
with the flow, you'll spook more fish than you Catch. Fish face into 
the current that-is bringing food to them, By. using your tolling 
motor to fish into the current and casting into the flow, your lure will 
swim naturally down to the fish ; 

Rojas sums up his advice by reminding fishermen that their boat 
is more than just a Way to get to the fish. Position it to allow you to 
approach the fish to the best casting and calching advantage Based 
on his tournament winnings, he must be giving some good advice

Monitoring Your Horse's Vital 
Signs 


Vital Signs are measurements 


of body functions that indicate» 


the-heulth status of the animal 
Body temperature, heart rate 
and respirauion (breathing) rate 
ure some easily monitored and 
commonly used Vital signs. A 
horse's, vital signs usually. fall 
within an. average range for all 
horses. However. there are indi: 
vidual differctices im vital signs, 
afd some healthy. horses may 
have a slivhtly higher or lower 
measurement than the average 
Because of Small yndividual dif- 
ferences in values of vital signs, 
itiS important to Know the usual 
yaluetor your horse. Measuring 
your horses vital: signs occa- 
slonally will give you an indica- 
tion of what 4s. “normal” for 
your horse.
